No man had 
more friends, or better deserved their fricnd- 
fchip, and his only fault, sufficiently prominent 
to excite" notice, Wui itself a virtue carried to 
excess, viz., too great application to business. 
This had been growing upon him for some 
years, and his best friends warned him to bo- 
vrnre of such business monomania. The warn- 
ing, however, was unheeded until too' late, 
and about. six months ago ho began to fuel 
the first symptoms of his npproncliing malady, 
in tho slinpc of liver complaint, dyspepsia, spi- 
nal irritation, Ion of memory, yrcat uiatclijul- 
ties*, anil danreuimj melancholy. These in- 
uruaitod in virulence in dcfpitc of such reme- 
dial measures as ho could bu induced to adopt, 
until tho horrible idea fastened itself upon 
him, that ho must either die or become insane- 
The fear of the latter, led to the adoption of 
the former, us the least terrible of the two. 
No circumstpnco other than tliu state of his 
health occnrrml to induce the act 
Ho was a 


devoted husband and father, much beloved 
and respected by his fnmily, and for some 
days previous to the event liu wa.s frequently 
in tears, in contemplation of the bereavement 
which ho felt they must soon aufl'cr; but hu 
could not shuko oil" the horrid idea, thut he 
was fated, cither to die or become the inmnto 
of a nmd-houso. If erniy pecuniary vircum- 
Htanccs, more thmi usunl doiiiunlia felicity, 
nnd an abundance of much attached and faith- 
ful friends, could render life pleasing, it should 
have been so to him. 


Mr. Mullory wan a native of Vermont, but 


moved to Illinois in 18 — , whence he came to 
Wisconsin, whore ho resided about 14 years, 
in the villages of Port Washington, Kdit Troy, 
anil Geneva ; at which places ho was engaged 
in merchandizing. For somo years ho filled 
the office of Sheriff of Wnlworth county, in 
which capacity hu wns much beloved and res- 
peeled by hit* fellow citixmiH generally.
